Dec. 12th Meeting 
At Berrywater 

On Tuesday, November 29th, a 
committee of five met at the Alan 
Smith home, to write out the by¬ 
laws for the Berrywater Commun¬ 
ity Centre Association. This ef¬ 
fort was a direct result of a com¬ 
munity meeting on August the 12, 
t6 determine what steps were nec¬ 
essary for the purchase of the Ber- 
rywater School, from the Foothills 
School Division. Due to previous 
negotiations with regard to the 
purchase, the Foothills School Di- 
. vision had made the community an 
'offer. The people of the communi¬ 
ty. assembled in the August the 
12th meeting, agreed to accept the 
offer, and a substantial sum was 
donated that night, for the pur¬ 
chase of the property. Wilson Old¬ 
field was elected temporary chair¬ 
man of the association, with Mrs. 
Alan Smith acting as secretary, 
pro tern. 

In order to complete negotiat¬ 
ions for ‘the school, it was found 
necessary to organize the commun¬ 
ity into a bona fide society, under 
the Societies Act. A committee was 
formed to draw up the by-laws and 
present them for approval to an- 
• other general meeting of the peo¬ 
ple of the district. This general 
meeting will be held on Monday, 
December the 12th, at eight o’¬ 
clock in the Berrywater School. 
Everyone in the community is as¬ 
ked to turn out. to, ratify the con¬ 
stitution, and to make further 
plans with regard to the new Ber¬ 
rywater Community Centre. 

$35,000 To Be 
Spent on X-rays 

$33,000 of Christmas Seal funds 
will shortly be spent on X-ray e- 
quipnient for Alberta hospitals, it 
was announced today by George 
G. Eaton, president of the Alberta 
Tuberculosis Association. The ob¬ 
ject of these large grants to hos¬ 
pitals is to provide 50-cen^ chest 
X-rays to all persons entering the 
hospitals that have agreed to the 
terms laid down by the Association, 
for discovery of T. B. and other 
chest abnormalities. 

Grants have already been made 
to Lamont Hospital, Lloydminster 
Hospital, Edmonton Royal Alex¬ 
andra Hospital. Calgary Holy 
Cross Hos|4tal and Lethbridge St. 
Michael's Hospital, whereby all 
patients are entitled to a chest 
X-ray for fifty cents. 

X-ray equipment valued at a- 
bout $3,300 is to be installed 
shortly in Edmonton General Hos-

Red Cross To 
Seek $5 Million 
In 1950 Appeal - 

With emphasis on veterans' ser¬ 
vices, expansion of the free nat¬ 
ional blood transfusion program, 
and continuing medical and health 
aid to Canada’s pioneers, the Can¬ 
adian Red Cross Society seek $5- 
000,000 in its 1950 March campaign 
Col A. L. Bishop, Chairman of 
Central Council, has announced. 

Provincial delegates are attend¬ 
ing the semi-annual, three-day 
Central Council meeting in the 
Royal York this week. 

“Never in the history of the 
world has there been such a dire 
need for the type of international 
cooperation and human fellowship 
as is exemplified by the National 
Red Cross Societies,” said Colonel 
Bishop. 

“Today whei) various idealogies 
and national philosophies are at 
war; figuratively if not literally, 
the Red Cross Societies of 65 
countries can still get together to 
consider human need and "“human 
welfare first, regardless of race, 
creed or beliefs.” 

He told provincial delegates that 
they could be proud of belonging 
to a society which was dedicated to 
relieve human, suffering and to 
promote the health and well-being 
of all peoples. 

The main portion of the $5,000,- 
000 objective in 1950 will go to¬ 
wards veterans' services; to sup¬ 
plying Canadians with free blood 
and plasma transfusion?, and to- 
words the maintenance and est¬ 
ablishment of Outpost Hospital and 
Nursing Stations and nursing ser¬ 
vice of the Society. 

Sixty-four veterans’ hospitals and 
sanatoria are supplied with nearly 
8,000 free movie showings yearly, 
Lieut. Col. John Coope, Chairman 
of the National Film Service re¬ 
ported. Special selections are made 
for veterans being treated for ner¬ 
vous disabilities. 

Some 12,377 veteran patients 
participated this year in more 
than 28,000 projects of the Arts 
and Crafts Service, according to 
Chairman D. W. Lang. This divers- 
lonal therapy service functions in 
19 hospitals and six veterans’ ho¬ 
mes across the nation. 

Highway First Aid posts have 
aided hundreds of motorists in ac¬ 
cidents in the first nine months of 
-this year, said Dr. R. I. Urquhart. 
Red Cross has 113 highway first 
aid posts in various parts of Can¬ 
ada. In Manitoba and Ontario, 
posts are operated jointly with St. 
John Ambulance Association. 

Citizens generally are becoming 
“water safety concious” he said, 
and are turning to Red Cross for 
assistance. This year over 25,000 
enrolled In Red Cross Swimming 
and Water Safety courses, and an 
all-time high was established in 
Ontario for class enrollment. 

Half a million dollars’ worth of 
overseas relief shipments were 
handled by the Society in the first 
nine months of this year, C. La- 
Ferle, "National Transpbrtation 
Chairman, announced. This includ¬ 
ed goods handled for other volun¬ 
tary organizations. In the nine 
years that Red Cross has under¬ 
taken shipments of drugs, food, 
hospital supnlies, clothing, etc.; it 
has transported more than 93 mil¬ 
lion dollars' worth to various parts 
of the world.

This year’s Seal 
Snle objective is $19,000 higher 
than last year’s receipts, and every 
pent of the increase will be allotted 
to hospitals for X-ray equipment.

Severe Infestation of 
Stubble Grasshoppers 
South of Lomond 

(Lethbridge Herald), 
Alberta’s grasshopper outbreak 
will be just as severe in 1950 as it 
was this year and Will affect rou¬ 
ghly about the same acreage, ac¬ 
cording to a forecast prepared by 
the field crop insect laboratory of 
the Dominion Science Service Lab- 
qpatories here. 

Similar to the past year, the 
heaviest outbreaks in the province 
will again be in the south al¬ 
though only one “very severe” 
area is forecast. This area, about 
one township in size, centres ft- 
round the Lomond district just 
east of Lake McGregor. 

There are three areas which are 
expected to have “severe out¬ 
breaks. One is immediately sur¬ 
rounding the "very severe” area 
around Lomond, the second about 
15 miles east of Carmangay while 
the third^is Just south of Provost, 
which is located about 210 miles 
northeast of Calgary near the 
Saskatchewan border. 

All other areas in the forecast 
district will have moderate or light 
outbreaks of ’hoppers. There are 
about 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 acres 
included in the forecast area for 
1950. 

In Saskatchewan and aMnitoba 
extremely heavy outbreaks are 
forecast for 1950, with Saskatch¬ 
ewan expecting about 40,000,000 
acres of crop to be affected. 

Details of the forecast were re¬ 
leased to the Herald today by Dr. 
Chris Farstod, officer-in-charge of 
the field crop insect laboratories. 
The actual forecast and forecast 
map were prepared by L. G. Put¬ 
nam and associates, who are con¬ 
nected with the field crop insect 
laboratory. 

Shifted Northwest 
The severe areas, which this 
year were centred mainly around 
the Bow Island-Burdett districts, 
have been shifted to the north 
west, Dr. Farstad said. There were 
no “very severe” areas forecast 
for 1919. 

A large part of the "moderate” 
outbreak area has also shifted 
northwest ^from the Burdett-Medi- 
cine Hat districts for 1950 is the 
good extermination campaign con¬ 
ducted last sprjpg and early sum¬ 
mer, he said. * * 

Dr. Farstad warned that in the 
“very severe” area around Lomond 
Ihe complete crop could be dest¬ 
royed unless control measures are 
effectively instituted. 

AH the area south of Lomond 
is infested with what is known as 
"stubble grasshoppers" which lay 
eggs throughout the year, he con¬ 
tinued. All areas marked "severe" 
and "moderate” in Southern Al¬ 
berta are affected with stubble 
grasshoppers. 

Stresses Control .Measures 
Although there is a large area 
which has a forecast for a light 
infestation. Dr. Farstad warns 
farmers not to overlook control 
methods, especially in Southern Al¬ 
berta. Even in the areas expected 
to have a light outbreaks, there 


are some localized areas ' which 
will have severe outbreaks of the 
pest, he continued. 

He warned farmers who live 
within the forecast areas to be 
"on the lookout fpr trouble.” The 
forecast indicates possibilities for 
spring and early summer damage 
only. It does not apply to cover 
crops and fall-sown grains, dam¬ 
age to which can occur at low lev¬ 
els of grasshoppers infestation, esp¬ 
ecially following immigration of 
flying ’hoppers. 

“In any moderate, severe, or very 
severe areas it is poor practise for 
farmers to stubble-in wheat," con¬ 
tinued the entomologist. However, 
if farmers feel that they must 
"stubble-in” grain, Dr. Farstad ad¬ 
vises them .to practice shallow till¬ 
age as early as possible in spring 
and "then be prepared to use bait 
or spray, which are equally effec¬ 
tive.’ 1 

He recalled how some farmers in 
the Burdett area seeded some rye 
stubble last spring. Grasshoppers 
“wiped them out completely,” he 
said. This was the only district in 
the entire province where “hoppers 
completely destroyed a crop. 

"®n the whole, I never saw a 
more successful campaign against 
grasshoppers by farmers than was 
carried on iw 1949." Dr. Farstad 
declared. The response by fanners 
was good; new insecticides were ef¬ 
fective. Dr. Farstad was loud in 
his praise of the new insecticides 
used earlier this year. "They could 
stop the ’hoppeis right in their 
tracks," he declared, adding that 
in previous years "it was a sort ot 
continuous opeartion." 

The new insecticides and sprays 
are definitely better than ones us¬ 
ed previously, he stated. 

The widespread campaign again¬ 
st the ‘hopper infestation last 
spring and summer probably stop¬ 
ped what would have been "a very 
serious" outbreak of ’hoppers in 
Alberta. He felt that without the 
effective campaign, the outbreak 
this year "could have been as bad 
as the ones during the hungry 30’». 

The campaign this year was par¬ 
ticularly effective around the Bur- 
dett-Bow Island areas. 

Sawdust for the campaign was 
supplied free by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment which set up "mixing sta¬ 
tions" throughout the forecast ar¬ 
ea and prepared the bait for farm¬ 
ers. The actual cost of the bait 
was mostly borne by the farmers 
and municipalities. \ 

He urged farmers to be prepared 
to till infested stubble fields the 
first thing next spring, to be on 
the lookout for tiny ’hoppers and 
to destroy them as soon as they 
are found. 

A moderate outbreak is forecast 
by the area nounded roughly by 
Macleod on the west, north as far 
as Kirkcaldy, east to Lomond, 
south to Retlaw and Taber, and 
east along the Taber line to a 
point beyond Wlnnlfred; and south 
along the Coutts highway nearly 
to Milk River. 

Most of the world’s nickel out- 
put .comes from Canada. 
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and we again emphasize the importance of every 
organization having auch a person, whose job la to 
see that the-activities of the dub or association he 
represents receives the proper publicity. 

Some organizations cooperate admirably in this 
lespect. Others expect the newspaper to have a re¬ 
porter at every one of their meetings and to con¬ 
stantly keep in touch with their activities—a job 
well nigh Impossible when one stops to think just 
how many different organizations there are in Vul¬ 
can and district. 

The Advocate tries to cover the more important 
public meetings but limitations of staff and time 
make it difficult to attend ^all. A meeting that 
might take two or three hours some evening may 
only rate a short space in the paper, and yet we 
would like to have that meeting reported. 

Other weeklies have the same trouble and 
are making the same request of the various 
organizations in the particular districts—name 
a press reporter to record and turn In the main 
highlights of a meeting. It is necessary that such 
a representative be prompt and accurate, so the 
value of timely publicity won't be lost. Pick the 
best person you can to do the job and have him or 
her tuefi In the news of your meetings and other 
activities by letter or, if necessary, by phone, and 
not later than Tuesday for Thursday’s issue. 

If we know the news we'll print it—so let’s have It!

Dear Sir: 

On my return to Vulcan from a 
business trip, my attention was di¬ 
rected to two photographs which 
appeared in an issue of the Cal¬ 
gary Herald during the Alberta 
Teachers Convention held at Cal¬ 
gary a few weeks ago. These two

remarks: "These two photographs 
appear In the current Issue of the 
A.T.A. Magazine, published by the 
Alberta Teachers Association, tak¬ 
en in which is described as a typi¬ 
cal Alberta town. Shown on the 
left In one of the town’s two beer 
parlours, and on the right the 
town’s high school with Its win¬ 
dows boarded up for winter pro¬ 
tection.” According to the paper 
the pictures were taken by Joseph 
Majakey of Vulcan. 

Strange to say, no further com¬ 
ment wa3 mqde but the meaning 
intended to be conveyed to the 
publtc is certainly most evident, 
and the meaning cannot be other 
than a slanderous attack on the 
owner and proprietor of the so- 
called ’beer parlour.’ 

I am the owner and proprietor 
of the building shown In the photo¬ 
graph on the left and referred to 
as ‘one of the town’s two beer 
parlours.’ It la not a beer parlour, 
but a first class, up-to-date hotel, 
fully modern and excellently furn¬ 
ished throughout rind is numbered 
among the finest and best conduct¬ 
ed hotels in the Province of Al¬ 
berta. I purchased the property in 
1929 when it was in a dilapitated 
condition, with the hard earned 
savings of my husband and myself. 

We converted it into what it Is 
today, a first class hotel of which 
the town of Vulcan, the surround¬ 
ing country and the public at large 
are Justly proud. The labor and 
earnings of my husband and me 
as well as those of my son until 
he was killed in France on D Day 
during the last war have gone Into 
the improvement of this property 
continuously since we purchased 
it. When I say labor. I mean ex¬ 
actly that. After my husband pas¬ 
sed away several years ago I con¬ 
tinued carrying on alone with 
what help I could procure from 
time to time. This help was more 
interested in trying to do as little 
as they could in their working day 
of eight hours or less. They con¬ 
tinued to clamour for more money 
and less work rather than trying 
to make themselves efficient and 
worthy of good pay they were re¬ 
ceiving. 

Mv work was necessarily con¬ 
stant every day of the week and 
not eight hours a day or less with 
holidays, when my help felt like

taking them, but often 12 to 18 
hour a day. If my property is at¬ 
tractive and looks attractive in 
comparison with the building on 
the right in the paper, it is due to 
my own energy and constant at¬ 
tention, and the ‘beer parlour’ slur 
is unwarranted, unjustifiable and 
most contemptuous. It can only be 
intended as a slanderous attack 
upon my character and reputation. 
Every year I pay around $2000.00 
taxes much of which goes to the 
support of the town’j three schools 
and the salary of the man Majakey 
who happens to be the principal. 
Mr. Majakey evidently did not give 
you a photograph of the other two 
schools in the town of Vulcan. One 
is a large two storey brick build¬ 
ing and the other a stucco cottage 
style building.

"An annual Traffic death Toll 
of 32,000” can be expected Id the 
United States unless new incentive 
can be found for safer driving and 
walking, the National Council of 
Safety states. 

Colour television was publicly 
shown for the first time in Brit¬ 
ain recently at London’s Rodio- 
lympia.

Full Capacity 

One of the charitable cauaez 
generously supported by this dist¬ 
rict is the Woods’ Christian Home 
of Calgary.

The Meteor, for 1950, has auto¬ 
matic overdrive as an option and 
a new push-button door lock mech¬ 
anism, among its features. Its 
front end Appearance has been al¬ 
tered with the incorporation of 
wider, deeper parking lights and a 
redesigned hood ornament. 

Front springing has stronger, 
higher coil springs and the front 
end assembly has been engineered 
to give greater road clearance. 

Changes have been made to in¬ 
crease headroom in the car and 
foam rubber pads are standard in 
front seats. Also on the 1950 mod¬ 
els is a concealed gas filler hous¬ 
ing In which the filler neck is po- 
ltioned near to vertical to make 
refueling more convenient with 
less chance of spilling. 

A shield has been added to pro¬ 
tect the front brake against dust 
and moisture, while other funct¬ 
ional improvements include a rear 
deck hinge reinforcement and deck 
lid support which 'automatically 
locks when raised and automati¬ 
cally unlocks for lowering. 

Among the Meteor’s interior 
changes are the re-location of the 
switch for the interior light on the 
instrument panel, which has been 
redesigned. New twin sun visors 
minimize the gap above the rear 
view mirror and there are new 
rubber windshield seals. Front vent 
windows hare more positive seals, 
and rain shields on the outside. On 
custom deluxe series, lights aut¬ 
omatically illuminate the interior 
when either front door is opened. 

The engine is equipped with a 
larger capacity, fire-blade fan and 
new, narrow fan belts.' 

The Meteor line consists of two 
series, the Custom Deluxe and the 
Deluxe, with the convertibles and 
station wagons in the Custom De¬ 
luxe line. 

Exterior wise, the 1950 Mercury 
has a new grille design, and larger, 
oblong chrome parking lights; new 
hub caps of plain design, new rear 
deck ornament and tail lamps e- 
qulpped with plastic lenses.

Bushels of cheques for cropless 
farmers in the west will be dump¬ 
ed Into the mails December 1. 

R. F. McGregor, Director of the 
Dominion Government's Prairie 
Farm Assistance administration 
said that farmers’ P.F.A. cheques 
are being made out immediately 
the payments are approved. Ac¬ 
cording to the law 60 per cent of 
the payment Is to be made In Dec¬ 
ember; the balance will come in 
March. 

As many as possible of the cheq¬ 
ues will be ready for mailing Dec. 
1, Mr. McGregor said. He added 
that farmers in cropless areas 
should not worry if they do not 
get their cheques in the first mail 
after that date. ''We will try to 
get as many as possible out on that 
date but we can’t get them all In 
the malls then." 

Saskatchewan will get approx¬ 
imately $13,000 000; the biggest 
slice of the $17,000,000 P.F.A. Al¬ 
berta farmers will receive about 
$3,500 000 and Manitoba farmers 
about $500,000. 

The Board of Review, which 
must approve the eligibility of 
townships for awards, is speeding 
its work along. Three meet¬ 
ing have been held.

FOLLOWING THE 


Big Free Show 


on Research 


Agriculture is the biggest and 
probably the most decentralized 
industry in Canada. It is the big¬ 
gest oy virtue of the production 
from its more than 730,000 factor¬ 
ies—farms- and they are scattered 
across the country from New¬ 
foundland to British Columbia. 

In a recent address, Dr. E. S. 
Archibald, Director, Experimental 
Farms Service. Dominion .Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, first sketched 
this giant outline of agriculture in 
Canada, then went on to discuss 
the role and importance of agri¬ 
cultural research to the Canadian 
farmer. 

Many people said Dr. Archibald, 
do not fully appreciate the ex¬ 
hausting struggle required of far¬ 
mers to make a living and to gain 
security. The risks and rugged na¬ 
ture of this struggle meant that 
agricultural research never can 
stray far from problems of im¬ 
mediate and practical Importance. 

For moye than 60 years now, the 
Dominion Department of Agricult¬ 
ure has been supplying farmers 
with practical information, secur¬ 
ed as nearly as possible under 
their own conditions, based on re¬ 
liable and continually improving 
research programs designed to im¬ 
prove the quality and quantity of 
their crops and livestock?* 

Certain facts must be kept in 
mind when planning agricultural 
research work, said Dr. Archibald. 
First, the nature and relative im¬ 
portance of the farm problem and 
the men available to study it. 
Then, how much money will the 
project require. Next, what use 
can be made of the results of the 
experiment and, finally, will It 
profit the farmer to employ the 
information thus gained. 

Dr. Archibald then indicated the 
tremendous range of agricultural 
research carried on in Canada to¬ 
day by mentioning some of the 
problems that are currently being 
studied. Included among these 
were such matters a3 regional soil 
differences; soil conservation and 
soil utilization; effecting improve¬ 
ment in the economic utilization 
by livetock of locally grown feed- 
stuffs across Canada; effecting im¬ 
provement in the quality of live¬ 
stock and poultry products, such 
as meat, eggs, milk and milk prod 
ducts; creating, developing and 
distributing new varieties of crop 
plants. 

In conclusion. Dr. Archibald said 
that good farmers don’t have to be 
scientists ’ themrelves, but they 
should take advantage of all the 
scientific services and methods 
that are available to them. 


During the course of my travels 
throughout the District, the ab¬ 
sence of adequate trees and hed¬ 
ges around the farmsteads are 
quite striking. This is all the more 
striking when one considers the 
prevalence of winds in Southern 
Alberta. Trees are available free 
of charge from the Dominion For¬ 
est Nursery Station at Indian 
Head, Saskatchewan, for farm¬ 
stead plantings. 

Many farmers have not planted 
trees due to the amount of work 
entailed, not only in the planting 
but subsequent cultivation requir¬ 
ed to keep them free of weeds. It 
would appear that considerable 
hand labor would be saved by plan¬ 
ting the trees in rows far enough 
apart to unable the cultivation to 
be done with power machinery. 
This procedure would not only el¬ 
iminate much of the work but 
would provide an additional area 
from which the trees could draw 
moisture during periods of drouth. 

When shelter belts are planned, 
it would appear advantageous to 
plant more than one kind of tree. 
Some of the more hardy and long- 
lived varieties take many years be¬ 
fore providing much shelter. By 
combining the longer lived, hardy 
varieties such as elm and Ash with 
North-West or Russian Poplar, a 
shelter belt can be'provided in less 
time. By the time the Poplar have 
died out, the Elm or Ash will 
have attained sufficient growth to 
take their place. 

Farm shelter belts should pro¬ 
vide a snow trap for the farmstead 
If this Is to be accomplished, a 
row of caragana should be included 
in the planting, either on the out¬ 
side of on the inside of the main 
shelter belt. When planting cara-

gana care should be taken to see 
that they are placed 15 or 20 feet 
away from the other trees. If car¬ 
agana are p'anted too close to the 
main shelter belt, they will tend 
to rob it of moisture and perhaps 
kill them during dry periods. 

Another point to keep in mind 
before planting trees, is their dis¬ 
tance from the farm buildings. 
They should be located at least 
150 feet away from the main 
buildings. This will provide ade¬ 
quate room tor the snow drifts to 
accumulate without causing any 
inconvenience. 

Mr. P. D. McCalla has recently 
joined the staff of the Department 
of Agriculture at Edmonton, and 
has been appointed to the posiUon 
of Supervisor of Horticulture. Mr. 
McCalla has had considerable ex¬ 
perience along this line, as- he was 
acting Superintendent of the Pro¬ 
vincial Horticulturist Station at 
Brooks during the absence of Sup¬ 
erintendent P. D. Hargraves at 
the University of London, England. 

In his present capacity, Mr. Mc¬ 
Calla will have the responsibility 
of encouraging farm planning and 
farm planting. Therefore, if any 
farmers in the district are consid¬ 
ering the planting of shelter blels 
In the near future, they can feel 
free to call on Mr. McCalla for 
help and advice. Correspondence 
may be addressed to him c-o Field 
Crops Branch, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, Edmonton. If a 
number of farmers in a district 
got together and decided to plant 
shelter belts or enlarge on their 
plantings they have already made, 
Mr. McCalla would personally pay 
each farmer concerned a visit and 
help him with his farmstead plan. 
Requests of this nature should 
come through the Office of the 
District Agriculturist.
